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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kittrell et al in view of Wong et al ('039). Kittrell disclose a spectral diagnostic system 
and method which includes a percutaneous catheter that operates in the infrared range, 
a fiber optic light guide, an IR detector and a spectrum analyzer for analyzing the 
detected spectrum. The peaks of the spectrum are analyzed to compare healthy tissue 
with" diseased tissue. Wong et al disclose a device for detecting the presence of 
diseased tissue using ATR-FTIR. The device operates in the mid-infrared range as set 
forth in the claims. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to have modified 
Kittrell et al such that it uses ATR-FTIR for spectral analysis of the detected radiation. 
The modification would have merely involved the substitution of one well known type of 
spectral analysis of biological tissue for another. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 2, 2004 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant's argument's regarding Kittrell et al are not understood. 
The Kittrell et al patent is clearly directed to an in-vivo percutaneous catheter for optical 
diagnosis. Applicant merely points to the portion of the specification that deals with in- 
vitro experimental data set up. Regarding the combination of Kittrell et al and Wong, it 
is old and well known in the optical diagnostic art to examine tissue either in-vivo or in- 
vitro as shown for example by the references Haaland et al and Pries et al cited below. 
Furthermore, Kittrell et al discloses the use of infrared radiation, and Wong discloses 
that the infrared radiation can be in the mid-infrared range.
